“Schools are reverting to formal 
classrooms and to the basics of 
education and many materials are 
still the same,”Lee said，but ad- 
mitted that“all our books could 
be updated.”The .school received 
$1,400 last year from the state for 
purchasing textbooks and occa- 
Sionally receives small donations 
from parents. 

Lee has attended state work-

LOS ANGELES 一 China has 
signed an agreement allowing two 
California-based energy firms to 
explore for oil and gas in the South 


China Sea _ area， Atantic Rich- - 


field Co. of LA and Santa Fe 
International Corp. of Alhambra 
will be the first American firms 
China has allowed to drill since 
1949， The firms have agreed to 
share any subsequent produc- 
tion with the Chinese， 

According to an LA Times 
report, drilling could begin before 
the end of the year，and seismic 
tests have already been conducted 
iD one region. A French company， 
Elf Aquitaine，has already begun

US oil companies were granted

Houston，they found counterfeit 
checks totaling $167,000 ,and a

Womens Organization; Asian/ 
Pac Women's Network-LA; and 
Asian/Pac American Women of 
San Diego County. 

This years _ California Asian/ 
Pac Women's Conference，hosted 
ITecently by PAAVWBAC May 29 to 
31l at the AMEAC Hotel, hoped to 
narrow down previously drawn 
resolutions into Specific action 
strategies that could be devel- 
oped into a statewide Platform ， 
“Our .intent,” explained  Irene 
Hirano， President of the state 
Networks Steering ” Committee 
coiisisting of a member from each 
local grouP， 
Priorities for the state network.… 

Titled “Women in Action,”the 
Conference featured eight Issues 
Workshops and 15 Political Action 
Skills and Personal Skills Devel- 
opment Workshops: 

In the Immigrants,， Newcomers， 
and Refugees Issues Workshop 
led by Mary Arimoto，Director of 
Asian/Pac Family Outreach in 
Long Beach, discussion focused on 
the cultural and language barriers 
which makes it difficult for immi- 
grants,， especially Asian/Pac 
women who are culturally jless 
likely to _ take an active role in 
furthering their _education or 
careers， to ， assimilate 
American SOciety， 

UNBINDINC 

“How can you haveEnglish as a 
second ljanguage 填 you don't know 
how to read and write your Own 
languagep” Arimoto asked while 
discussing the necessity for pre- 
literate courses. The group would 
like to see more selisitivity fom 
admiinistrators and Providers of 
immigrant services when dealing 
with Asian/Pac women. 

Four major Priorities of action 
decided upon by the Immigrant 
Workshop were that the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Department of 
Education have bicultural，bilin- 
gual counselors; that the Cali- 
fornia Asian/Pac Womens Net- 
work establish .a coordinating 
committee to develop an outreach
